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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE PRACTICAL USE OF BOOKS AND 
LIBRARIES* 


There is now in this country a distinct tendency 
apparently to carry the knowledge of how to use books 
and libraries into the school: to train the child while 
he is in school that he may grow up with a working 
knowledge of how to find desired information; how 
to use the various dictionaries, encyclopedias, 
magazine indexes. Courses in the Use of Books and 
Libraries will soon be a part of the curriculum in all 
secondary schools. We predict that this will be the 
next great library movement. Some cities have 


already begun to give such instruction. 


“The Practical Use of Books and Libraries, an 
Elementary Manual by Gilbert O. Ward, Supervisor 
of High School Branches, Cleveland Public Library,” 
is the first book in this new field. While essentially 
a text book for school use, it is also a hand book of 
reference for all students. It will appeal strongly to 
every librarian as a long needed volume to put in 
the hands of all users of libraries, to recommend to 
debating clubs and literary societies.

easily usable as well as more attractive than its 
predecessors. Though the volume is thinner it has 
more pages than last year’s. 

We believe that every city library and every college 
library will find this book a welcome addition to its 
“tools.””

It is bound up as Part II of the Magazine 
Subject-Index for 1910, or can be had separately 
bound in dark red buckram. A volume of 260 pages, 
it forms a complete index to everything. pertaining 
to the stage that has appeared in the periodicals in 
the English language during the year. Unlike the 
Magazine Subject-Index, the Dramatic Index covers 
the entire field as it is evident from a very casual 
examination that neither of the other periodical 
indexes gives much attention to the theatre. All 
the general periodicals, weekly, monthly and quarter- 
terly, are included as well as several devoted to the 
stage especially. Owing to the great interest in the 
contemporary theatre, this Index will be invaluable 
in any library or to anyone interested in the stage. 
It shows the authorship of plays produced, has 
criticisms, synopses of plot, record of premier per- 
formance, and illustrations of scenes. All the por- 
traits and notices concerning actors, actresses and 
playrights, are indexed and the birth and death dates 
and full names of these people are given where 
possible. The dramatic books of the year 1910 are 
also included, arranged in the same alphabet by sub- 
ject, and usually a review or criticism of the book 
is recorded as well.
